The deposits of the treasurer of the United 
States are $847,706, those on account of public 
officers 1,507.813, on account of individuals, 
3,794,267—making a total of 6,149,787. 

ihe item of “ discount exchange and interest” 
is stated at $645,723, and that of “profit and loss 
and contingent interest,” is stated at $2 608,244.
